More interested In teaching and 
studying history than In coach- 
ing, he voluntarily quit the grid- 
iron early in 1S45 to become a 
history professor at the University. 

He later became dean of men 
and dean of students, but asked 
to be relieved of those duties also 
in order to devote more time to 
teaching and research. 

In recommending the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Kirwan to the board. 
President Frank G. Dickey said 
yesterday that he had consulted 
with members of th Graduate fac- 
ulty for recommendations on per- 
sons and on characteristics and 
qualities necessary for the position. 

Dr. Dickey said it became ap- 
parent that the person "should 

himself be a superior teacher," 
that he "must be recognised as a 
scholar and researcher in his own 
right" and have made contribu- 
tions to his own major field of

At 1:1a ine morning of Wednes- 
day, April 18, 1906. as street lights 
faded before daylight, as trolley 
crews got ready for work, as pro- 
duce men prepared for business, 
the earthquake struck San Fran- 
cisco.

Edwards Speaks 
To Engineers 

Dr. Ogden F. Edwards. Depart- 
ment of Bacteriology, spoke to the 
student chapter of the American 
Institute of Mining. Metallurgical, 
and Petroleum Engineers last 
week. 

Dr. Edwards discussed the uses 
and theory of the electron micro- 
scope. 

He noted that 1'K's microscope, 
in the Fuiikhouser Building, is 
used by both engineering and 
medical studrnt* far studies at 
high magnification. 

Electron microscopy will permit 
magnification up to 60.000 times 
normal Bize for photogruphijiK 
metal structures and various bac- 
teria. 

Particles only slightly larger 
than individual molecules may be 
resolved on the UK unit.
